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SUBJECT: VISIT OP DR. BRZEZINSKI 

1 . GOJ WILL APPROACH VISIT OP DR. B RZ EZINSKI AS OPPORTUNI- 
TY NOT ONLY TO KEEP INPORMED ABOUT DEVELOPMENTS IN US-CHINA 
RELATIONS, BUT TO CONTINUE HIGH-LEVEL DIALOGUE ON BROAD 
RANGE OP POREIGN POLICY ISSUES. THIS IS ALREADY REELECTED 

IN INITIAL PRESS TREATMENT. ALTHOUGH MANY OP THOSE ISSUES 
WILL HAVE BEEN ADDRESSED IN CARTER-FUKUDA MEETING OR 
ASSOCIATED CONVERSATIONS, JAPANESE OR WE MAY WANT FURTHER 
ELABORATION IN SOME AREAS, AND THERE MAY BE OTHER ISSUES 
POR WHICH BRZEZINSKI VISIT WILL PROVIDE TIMELY OPPORTUNITY 
TO POLLOW UP ELEMENTS OP WASHINGTON DISCUSSIONS. WHILE 
LOOKING PORWARD TO SUBSTANTIVE TALKS, JAPANESE ALSO SEE 
SYMBOLIC SIGNIPICANCE IN VISIT; "HIGH GOVERNMENT OFPICIALS " 

HAVE ALREADY NOTED TO PRESS THAT IT UNDERSCORES IMPORTANCE 
U.S. ATTACHES TO ASIA. 

2. WE WILL NOT ATTEMPT TO SKETCH OUT SCHEDULE OR SUGGEST

AREAS FOR DISCUSSION IN ANY DETAIL UNTIL PUKUDA VISIT HAS 
TAKEN PLACE AND RESULTS CAN BE ASSESSED. WE ASSUME, 

HOWEVER, THAT PROGRAM HERE WOULD INCLUDE MEETING WITH PRIME 
MINISTER OP AT LEAST ONE HOUR'S DURATION, LONGER MEETING OR 
MEETINGS WITH POREIGN MINISTER, AND PERHAPS BRIEP SESSIONS 
WITH USHIBA AND MIYAZAWA. DINNER OR LUNCHEON HOSTED BY 
JAPANESE (PM OR FONMIN) IS ALSO LIKELY, THERE WILL BE 
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INTENSE PRESS INTEREST. 

3. AS EOR POSSIBLE AREAS TO BE COVERED, APART FROM READ- 
OUT ON PEKING TALKS AND RELATED DISCUSSIONS OF CHINA, WE 
WOULD SUGGEST EMPHASIS ON INTERNATIONAL POLITICAL/SECURITY 
QUESTIONS, WITH SECONDARY FOCUS ON MULTILATERAL ECONOMIC 
ISSUES (E.G. PREPARATIONS FOR BONN SUMMIT), LEAVING 
BILATERAL ECONOMIC QUESTIONS ASIDE FOR THIS OCCASION. 

4. IN PARTICULAR, WE BELIEVE JAPANESE WOULD GREATLY VALUE 
FOREIGN POLICY OVERVIEW, INCLUDING BROAD DISCUSSION OF 
ADMINISTRATION STRATEGY AND PLACE EAST ASIA, AND JAPAN, 
OCCUPY THEREIN (I.E., AFFIRMATION THAT OURS IS NOT A 
EUROCENTRIC VIEW). PROCEEDING FROM THIS GENERAL DISCUSSION, 
REVIEW OF U.S.-SOVIET RELATIONS AND SALT WOULD BE USEFUL 
AND APPRECIATED. 

5. IN RESPECT TO ASIA, JAPANESE WILL OF COURSE HAVE THEIR 
OWN THOUGHTS TO OFFER ON PRC FOREIGN AND DOMESTIC POLICY 
BEHAVIOR AND STATE OF JAPAN-PRC RELATIONS. THEY WILL ALSO 
WISH TO DISCUSS KOREA AND SOUTHEAST ASIA. THIS WILL BE 
FIRST HIGH-LEVEL EXCHANGE WITH JAPANESE FOLLOWING VICE 
PRESIDENT'S TRIP TO REGION, AND FUKUDA, REFLECTING HIS OWN 
EMPHASIS ON ASEAN, WILL BE MOST INTERESTED IN WHAT WAS 
ACCOMPLISHED AND HOW WE SEE FUTURE. 

6. OTHER FOREIGN POLICY ISSUES ON WHICH JAPANESE WOULD 
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WELCOME DISCUSSION INCLUDE MIDDLE EAST, IN WHICH BOTH 
FUKUDA AND SONODA TAKE ACTIVE PERSONAL INTEREST, AND 
PERHAPS AFRICA. VISIT MIGHT BE USEFUL OPPORTUNITY TO 
FOLLOW UP CONTACTS HERE AND AT UN CONCERNING POSSIBLE 
JAPANESE ROLE IN SUPPORT OF PEACE-KEEPING INITIATIVES IN 
SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

7. U.S.-JAPAN SECURITY RELATIONSHIP MIGHT ALSO BE 
ADDRESSED DURING BRZEZINSKI VISIT, PERHAPS BRIDGING IN 
TERMS OF DETAIL PRESUMABLY BRIEF TREATMENT AT SUMMIT AND 
MORE EXTENSIVE DISCUSSION WHICH WILL TAKE PLACE DURING 
KANEMARU VISIT. 

8. JAPANESE MAY WELL WISH TO RAISE WITH DR. BRZEZINSKI 
QUESTIONS RELATING TO U.S. NUCLEAR POLICY, INCLUDING NNPA 
AND ITS POSSIBLE EFFECT ON U.S.-JAPAN COOPERATION IN THIS 
FIELD. 

9. SETTING FOR VISIT PROMISES TO BE VERY MUCH AFFECTED BY 
RESULTS OF WASHINGTON SUMMIT. IF FUKUDA TRIP TO U.S. IS 
PERCEIVED HERE AS SUCCESS, WITH OVERALL STRENGTH OF U.S.- 
JAPAN TIES UNEQUIVOCALLY REAFFIRMED AND AURA OF 
CONFRONTATION ON ECONOMIC ISSUES AVOIDED, FUKUDA'S STOCK 
WILL HAVE BEEN GIVEN NOTABLE BOOST. EMBASSY CONTRIBUTIONS 
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TO PAPERS PREPARED EOR EUKUDA VISIT EOR MOST PART REMAIN 
VALID, PERHAPS WITH SOME UPDATING TO ADDRESS MORE RECENT 
DEVELOPMENTS WHICH WILL AEFECT GO! THINKING, INCLUDING: 
SENKAKU DISPUTE WITH PRC, WHICH HAS SET BACK JAPAN-PRC 
RELATIONS ANV PROVOKED SOME RE-EXAMINATION OE JAPANESE 
EOREIGN ANDDEEENSE POLICY ASSUMPTIONS; KAL INCIDENT, A 
REMINDER THAT SOVIET INSENSITIVITY AND PENCHANT EOR HARSH 
OVER-REACTION HAS NOT DIMINISHED; AND VICE PRESIDENT'S TRIP 
TO SOUTHEAST ASIA, AND PRESIDENT'S DECISION TO ADJUST PACE 
OE KOREAN TROOP WITHDRAWAL IN LIGHT OP CONGRESSIONAL PUNDING 
DELAYS, BOTH OP WHICH WERE MOST WELCOME HERE AS REAPPIRMA- 
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
